Statistics on the subject of how 
efficient reading is in the general 
population are not so encouraging 
as tnose on stark illiteracy. About 
30 per cent of pupils in the sixth 
grade read no faster than they 
did in the fourth grade. A fifth 
grade child should read 182 words 
a minute; a sev enth grade child, 
230 words; a high school pupil, 
300 words, and a college student, 
350 to 500 words.

c i t y chang ed fro m the 
o ld co uncil fo rm o f g o v ernment to City Manag er fo rm, 
was 
ado pted, and which has been adhered to during 
the sev eral 
y ears it has been in fo rce. 


While there are increased demands fo r 
o perating 
ex ­ 
penses during the co ining y ear, the bo nded indebtedness and 
interest to be paid are co nsiderably less, and

terest will hav e to be paid ev en when the defense pro g ram is co mplete 
and mo ney is scarcer. 


4. Because o f increased business activ ity and stimulated tax co l­ 
lectio ns, there will be created a spirit o f o ptimism which will enco ur­ 
ag e cities to spend mo re mo ney fo r serv ices, ex tend capital 
impro v e­ 
ments, and to g o into debt. 


5. Lo cal g o v ernments sho uld try to pro fit by 
the ex periences 
earlier day s and ado pt firm and so und financial po licies.
